WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon's request for author- 
Uy to send the FBI onto cam- 
puses hit by bombings and ar- 
son is getting prompt and fa- 
vorable action in Congress. 


Rep. Emanuel Celler, D-N.Y., 


chairman of the House Judi- 
ciary Committee, said the provi- 
sion would be added to an omni- 
bus crime bill on which the pan- 
el is putting finishing touches. 


Nixon outlined his request 


Tuesday to Republican congres- 
sional leaders at a White House 
conference attended by Atty. 
Gen. John N. Mitchell and FBI 
Director J. Edgar Hoover. 


In addition to seeking expand- 


ed federal authority to intervene 
in campus bombings, Nixon 
wants the FBI's strength boost- 
ed from 7,000 to 8,000 men to 
help bombing investigations and 
also to deal with airplane hi- 
jacking. The extra agents would 
cost $23 million a year. 


The administration's latest 


move to meet the bomb threat 
was announced by GOP leaders 
Rep. Gerald R. Ford of Michi- 
gan and Sen. Hugh Scott of 
Pennsylvania

U.S. Has Sent 
Farces Abroad 
WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Offi- 


cials cite more than 125 in- 
stances throughout U.S. history 
in which the President sent 
armed forces abroad without a 
declaration of war or a congres- 
sional authorization. 


The cases, dating back to the 


early years of the republic, 
range from the undeclared war 
against France in 1798-1800 to 
the incursion into Cambodia last 
April. 


Among instances in recent 


years are the dispatch of U.S. 
troops to Lebanon in 1958, to 
Thailand in 1962, the airlift res- 
cue of foreigners from the Con- 
go in 1964 and the landing of 
U.S. 
forces in the Dominican 


Republic in 1965.

dairymen to increase their net 
farm income. 
John Ratcliff, 


Nevada County dairyman, h?s 
realized for several years the 
importance of a good record 
keeping system in his operation. 


By using records, a more ef- 


ficient job is done of feeding 
because cows are fed according 
to production. Feeding cost is 
the largest single expense on the 
Ratcliff farm and usually runs 
about half of the total expense. 
Ratcliff told Adrian Brackman, 
county Extension agent, that this 
is just one way the records are 
helpful. 


Some of the other information 


he receives from the computer 
print-out sheets are butterfat per 
cent for each cow, income over 
feed per cow per day, total 
pounds of milk given for lac- 
tation up to test day, and income 
over feeding cost. 


Ratcliff said that when he 


started dairy farming in 1957, his 
average production per cow was 
approximately 5,000 pounds. His 
average production for May, 
1970, was 11,343 pounds. Ratcliff 
has a herd of Holsteins which are 
bred artificially on the farm. 
The record keeping program 
plus the artificial breeding 
program, 
are 
two of the 


management tools Ratcliff at- 
tributes to more than doubling 
the average production per cow 
on his farm in the past 13 years. 


U.S. Hopeful

U.S. 
officials insist any such

Americans from the country 
where thousands of Jordanians 
and Palestinian guerrillas were 
reported killed during a week of 
violent conflict. 


The great difficulty confront- 


ing American planners is that : 
the approximately 400 Ameri- 
cans living in Jordan, including 
40 U.S. officials, are not all in 
one place. Moreover, the where- 
abouts of the 54 guerrilla-held 
hostages, including 38 Ameri- 
cans, is unknown, according to 
the State Department. 


How the lives of these people 


could be saved by intervention 
of U.S. military forces in the 
face of guerrilla threats against 
all Americans in the Middle 
East is a question the Nixon ad- 
ministration has not answered. 


Word of the Arab diplomatic 


intervention in Amman, King 
Hussein's capital, was received 
here with obvious approval and 
apparently 
with considerable 


surprise, although some action 
yas seen logical under the cir- 
cumstances. 


Arab leaders from a number 


of Middle Eastern and North Af- 
rican countries gathered in Cai- 
ro Tuesday and apparently went 
quickly into informal discus- 
sions while delaying the formal 
start of their conference. Final- 
ly, they put off the formal start 
indefinitely and announced a 
four-man mission to confer with 
Hussein and guerrilla leader 
Yassir Arafat. 


U.S. officials assume the min- 


imum purpose of this group is to 
patch up the violent and costly 
quarrel between Hussein's gov- 
ernment and Arafat's guerrilla 
leadership and restore a truce, 
if not civil peace, to Jordan.

Fires Destroy 
Many Homes 
in California 
BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) - 


Dozens of homes lay In ashes in 
the exclusive Berkeley Hills 
area today from the worst of a 
rash of fires that erupted up and 
down hot, dry California. 


Officials would not estimate 


the damage here but said it was 
the worst East Bay fire since 
1923, when a major blaze caused 
a $10 million property loss. 


Fire officials reported 
37 


homes destroyed and 12 dam- 
aged Tuesday as flames roared 
over more than 200 acres east of 
the University of California. 


In West Los Angeles, a $40,000 


hillside home was destroyed and 
several others threatened for a 
time by a wind-whipped brush 
fire in winding Beverly Glen 
Canyon. 


Other fires burned brush and 


trees across the state. 


The Berkeley fire began as a 


blaze in some grass on the east 
side of a ridge behind the city. 


Within eight minutes it was 


roaring over Grizzly Peak Bou- 
levard and licking down Into 
heavily wooded canyons, de- 
stroying exclusive homes nes- 
tled among the trees and burn- 
Ing out the cable to radio station

Manifesto 
Could Bring 
Fly's Release

— The news media In 


Montevideo are considering dis- 
seminating an antigovernment 
manifesto in an effort to gain 
the release of the American 
agronomist kidnaped Aug. 7 by 
Tupamaro guerrillas. 


The guerrillas said In a note 


to the news media last week 
that they would release Claude 
L. Fly of Fort Collins, Colo., a 
soil specialist employed by the 
Uruguayan government, if the 
government published the mani- 
festo. The government said 
Tuesday that it would not. 


The owners of Montevideo's 


newspapers and radio and tele- 
vision stations met privately 
Tuesday night to discuss pub- 
lishing and broadcasting 
the 


1,200-word manifesto on their 
own. 
No decision 
was an- 


nounced. 


The Tupamaros said in their 


note last week that Fly, 65, was 
ill and under medical care. 
They said nothing about their 
other hostage, Brazilian Consul 
Aloysio Mares Dias Gomide, 41, 
who was kidnaped July 31. But 
they enclosed a note written by 
Gomide to his wife, saying he 
was in good health. 


Previous notes from the Tupa- 


maros had demanded as ran- 
som the release of all prisoners 
being held in Uruguayan jails 
for what the guerrillas consider 
political crimes. The govern- 
ment has repeatedly rejected 
this demand and refused to deal 
with the guerrillas. 


President Jorge Pacheco Are- 


co met with Cabinet officials 
Tuesday, but a spokesman said 
the government's position had 
not changed. 


The Tupamaros killed a third 


hostage, U.S. police adviser Dan 
A. Mitrione, after the govern- 
ment refused to release prison- 
ers as ransom. 


In Fort Collins, Fly's son, 


John, said the government's re- 
fusal to publish the manifesto 
made him "extremely less op- 
timistic" about his father's re- 
lease. He called the action "a 
face-saving concern put ahead 
of my father's life." 


The Tupamaros did not identi- 


fy Fly's illness, but his wife said 
it might involve complications 
from an attack of viral pneumo- 
nia from which he recovered 
shortly before his capture. Fly 
underwent surgery for cancer in

federal spending programs, had 
a record of votes against admin- 
istration policy in the Vietnam 
war and was a leader in the 
Senate's rejection of Supreme 
Court nominees Clement F. 
Haynsworth Jr. and G. Harrold 
Carswell. 


Addressing 
10,000 cheering 


Republicans at a chicken din- 
ner, Agnew asserted: 


"That crowd in the Senate 


which talks so much about end- 
ing discrimination committed 
an 
act 
of discrimination— 


against the South. They went 
over to the Supreme Court and 
nailed a shingle to the door, 'No 
Southerners need apply'." 


Agnew said Gore had received 


$60,000 from a campaign fund- 
raising effort by Sen. George S. 
McGovern, D-S.D., and Senate 
associates among "a select 
group 
of 
radical-liberal 


friends." 


But when Gore comes back to 


Tennessee, the vice president 
declared, "you do not see him 
bringing down to Memphis the 
radical-liberal friends he hob- 
nobs with up in Manhattan and 
Georgetown." 


Gore was one of those who 


greeted Agnew at the airport, 
saying "Welcome to Tennes- 
see." 


In a statement issued after 


Agnew's speech, the senator,

Transition 
Period for 
Tobacco Ads 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Anti- 


smoking broadcasts, required 
since 1967 to counteract ciga- 
rette commercials, must contin- 
ue after the commercials end in 
January, says a top federal 
communications lawyer. 


"We will have to have some 


transitional period," said Henry 
M. Geller, general counsel of 
the Federal Communications 
Commission, in an interview. 


Geller declined to estimate 


how long the "transition" might 
take but indicated anttsmoking 
broadcasts might be required as 
long as smoking-versus-health 
remains a public issue. 


Television and radio broad- 


casters say this leaves them 
with a curious puzzle. 


When he carried cigarette 


commercials, the broadcaster 
was required by the FCC to add 
anticigarette 
announcements 


under its "fairness doctrine" re- 
quiring balanced presentation of 
controversial issues. 


How can he now carry only 


one side of the issue—this time 
the antismoking side—without 
violating that same doctrine and 
perhaps jeopardizing his broad- 
cast license? 


Geller suggested a way. 
Smoking may be so widely 


seen as a health hazard, he 
said, that the subject is no long- 
er "controversial" and there- 
fore no longer subject to the 
FCC "fairness doctrine." 


Geller said the broadcaster 


may be required to continue 
presenting the antismoking side 
"under the general public inter- 
est standard."

Alan Truscott points out 


that one of the most com- 
mon mistakes made by in- 
experienced players is to 
overbid with a good hand 
and to underbid with a bad 
one. 


This overbidding with a 


good hand does them no 
harm if their partner can 
come up with a little valu- 
able m a t e r i a l in his bad 
hand. If he doesn't, the over- 
bidder goes down and com- 
plains about bad luck. 


Now take a look at the 


bidding in the box of today's 
hand. North: has a very 
sound double of the club 
opening bid and is delighted 
with his partner's spade re- 
sponse. He is tempted to 
jump to four spades but 
merely bids three. He knows 
that South has p r o m i s e d 
nothing by his spade bid. 


South has very little but 


his king of spades and queen 
of hearts are two more face 
cards than he has promised 
by his spade response to the 
takeout double. Expert South 
bids four spades confidently 
and makes his contract with 
no trouble at all. 


The inexperienced player 


would probably have Jumped 
to four s p a d e s with the 
North hand and would have 
attained the same happy re- 
sult because South would not 
move. However, give South a 
bust and three spades will 
still be a good contract, 
while four spades would be 
a losing one. 


Incidentally, an e x p e r t 


might bid a trifle stronger 
with the North hand by re- 
bidding two clubs as a cue 
bid and then going to three 
spades. This is very high 
level but quite common in 
some expert circles, where 
the more complicated the 
bidding, the s t r o n g e r the 
hand being shown.

fants, the fasting level may 
be as low as 20 milligrams 
per 100 milliliters. After the 
first few days, the normal 
range is 50 to 100 and for an 
adult, 60 to 100. But lower 
levels are not significant un- 
less accompanied by such 
s y m p t o m s as sweating, 
trembling and w e a k n e s s . 
The causes of low blood su- 
gar include pancreatic 
tu- 


mor, various chemical poi- 
sonings and a rebound reac- 
tion to insulin in persons 
with mild diabetes. In chil- 
dren, hypoglycemia may be 
hereditary. The treatment 
would depend on the cause. 


Q—Why would one doctor 


tell me to take four Atromid- 
S capsules and another tell 
me to take two a day to 
lower my blood cholesterol 
level? Does this drug cause 
the hair to fall out? 


A—The usual dotage of 


this drug is four capsules a 
day but, if your cholesterol 
level has returned to nor- 
mal, a smaller dosage might 
be given to maintain the 
lowered level. LoM of'hair 
has been reported in several 
persons who were

this drug but a causative re- 
lationship has not yet been 
proved.
